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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rimhagen et al. (WO 00/72609, hereinafter Rimhagen). 

Regarding claim 1 , Rimhagen discloses a method for implementing system 
information changes broadcast in a mobile telecommunication system, the system 
comprising a network of a plurality of cells and at least one user equipment device, the 
method comprising, in the user equipment device: when the user equipment has 
reconfigured itself to enter a new state or perform cell reselection, reading broadcast 
system information, and when the broadcast system infomnation indicates a change in 
system infomnation, updating the system information of the user equipment device 
(page 4, line 10 - page 5. line 22; page 1 1 lines 6-19; page 12, line 10 - page 15, line 
25; page 19, line 18 - page 20, line 12; fig. 10). 

Regarding claims 2-3, Rimhagen further teaches the following: user equipment is 
arranged to read the system infomnation at intervals following configuration until expiry 
of maximum possible information change deferral time, the user equipment is arranged 
to read the master information block at intervals following configuration of PCH or FACH 
until expiry of the expiry of maximum possible information change deferral time (fig. 13, 
page 22, line 12 - page 23, line 23, line 2; page 25 lines 1-7; and claim 27). 
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Regarding claims 4-7, Rimhagen furtlier teaches tine following: reading broadcast 
information and detecting system infomriation changes comprises reading and 
processing a Master Information Block, the user equipment device being arranged in 
use, to implement the method of any of claims 1 to 4, program code for performing the 
steps of claims 1 to 4, program code stored on a computer readable medium for 
performing the method of any of claims 1 to 4 (page 4, line 10 - page 5, line 22; page 
1 1 lines 6-19; page 12, line 10 - page 15, line 25; page 19, line 18 - page 20, line 12; 
fig. 10).
